turen, the smwialler snabke sorving ns
foml to the larger one,  But clijel of all
sunkes that hunt thelr own kipd far
the pleasure of slnughter (s the long,
slender Ring snnke, n constrictor by
habit and a tlagh In bhis Mmoo Senta
Among all reptiles the king snnké

alone may traly boe said to be the
friond of man, He ls found through-
out the whale south, wheve the rattler
nnd moeensin abound, sunning himself
nnd preying for slangbter. Pleked up
by human band, the reptile seeml
pleased with the toueh. He makes
no effort to escape, but twines about
his ecaptor's arm and makes bLimself
comfortuble,

To the mttlesnake and to every oth-
er dangerous stake, large or small,
the king snake |8 n terror. The polson
of n rattler has no more effect on him
than so much moonshine, Instinetive.
Iy the rattler knows his mateh and at
slght of a king snake tries to cscape,
if possible, Ip fight the king snake re-
lHes wholly upon hig ineredible speed.
If the movements of an ordinary snake
seem qulck to the hnman eye, the
movements of a king snake wonld
seem Instantaneous.

MAIL CARRIERS’' CAR FARE.

Companies Are 'unid a Lump Sam by
the Government.

“Most people who spend $25 a year
for ear fare conslder that they are con.
tribating lberally toward the dividends
of the company.” remarked n postal
clerk, “but Uncle Sam spends nearly
$260,000 a year for the transportation
of carriers In street cars in the different
free delivery clties,

“For Instance, Including substitutes,

‘there are 275 carriers In Washington,

You may have observed that earriers,
when riding on the surface roads, do
not pay fares either with tickets or in
cash, The free delivery system nllots
the Washington city postoifice nn an-
nunl allowance of $4,000 to be used exs
clusively for the car fare of letter car-
rlers. The postmaster Is authorized to
make a contract with the companies to
traneport all carrlers while on duty for
a lump sum, which he does. The car-
rier must have his pouch with him,
which Is a slgn manual to the conduct-
or that he Is on duty, the mere wenr-
ing of his uniform belng Insufliclent,

“This rule obtnine In some cities,
while in others specinl tickets nre sold
at specinl rates to be used only by ear-
rlers, or the cash s handed direct to
the carrier for a certaln number of
daily trips. depending upon the prac-
tice, Thus, while Washington receives
$4,000, Chlcago gets $20,000 for letter
carriers’ car fare because of s Iarge
territorinl extent and distance between
stations on the prairle, oftentimes ne-
cessitating a double fare by the car
rier. Boston Is allowed $13.500 and
New York and Philadelphia about §10,-
000 each. Few people know that the
government expends such a large sum
yearly for such a trivial cause.’—
Washington Post.

A Yery 012 Rule,

The oldest mathematic book in the
world Is belleved to be the “Papyrus
Rhind” In the British mus¢um, pro-
fessed to have been written by Ahmes,
a scribe of King Ra-a-us, about the pe-
riod between 2000 and 1700 B, O, This
“Papyrus Rhind” was translated by
Eisenlohr of Lelpule, and it was found
to contain a rule for making a square
equal in area to a given elrele. It was
not put forth as an original discovery,
but as the transcript of a treatise 500
years older still, which sends us back
to, approximately, 2600 B, C, when
Egyptian mathematicians solved, or
thought they had solved, the problem
of squaring the elrcle,
